New-York, Aug. 24. 

LATEST FROM CADIZ —The ship Canton, 
which arrived at this port on Saturday, sailed from 
Cadiz on the 10th of last month, to which date, in- 
clusive, we have newspapers, letters, and verbal 
intelligence. ‘They generally concur in stating, that 
the place was well supplied with provisions, and that 
there had been no indications of a disposition to re- 
lax the measures of defence. 

After the very unfavorable representations which 
ithe French accounts have constantly furnished re- 





specting the Spanish Constitutional cause, and the 
confidently reiterated assertions of its speedy over- 
‘throw, our readers will receive with no little gratifi- 
‘cation these direct and cheering advices. Notwith- 
| standing the predictions of their enemies, we find 
the Cortes on the 10th of July undismayed in the 
midst of dangers, and firmly and diligently labour- 
ing in the cause of liberty and their country. 

Some however, entertained the opinion that the 
place would not long hold out, and that there was 
hot virtue enough in the people of Spain to support, 
or live under a free government. Riego is said to 
have become unpopular.
